After more than a month of 
deliberation and going through the 
tedious selection process, the board 
of directors for the Hickman County 
Board of Education unanimously 
passed a motion Thursday night 
to appoint Casey Henderson as 
superintendent of Hickman County 


Schools, effective January 1, 2014. 

Henderson has worked in education 
for more than 16 years in Carlisle and 
Hickman Counties. Most recently, he 
serves as Assistant Superintendent 
and Director of Pupil Personnel for 
Hickman County Schools under 
Superintendent Kenny Wilson, who 
will retire at the end of 2013. 

After graduating from Carlisle 


County High School, Henderson 
attended West Kentucky Community 
and Technical College for two 
years, during which time he earned 
Associate’s degrees in both Science 
and Fine Arts. Henderson then 
attended Murray State University 
where he graduated with a Bachelor’s 
degree in History Education and 
minored in Agriculture in May 1996. 


Upon graduation, he took a teaching 
job with Carlisle County Schools 
and continued his education to 
receive a Master’s degree in school 
administration. Henderson taught 
middle and high school Social Studies 
for seven years before assuming the 
position as Assistant Superintendent

Fulton County ATC shooting 
for college/career readiness

Founder of the Four Rivers 
Scholarship Foundation Robbie 
Rudolph and the Fulton County Area 
Technology Center (ATC) share a 
common goal. That goal is to assist 
students from Fulton County, Fulton 
Independent, and Hickman County as 
they work toward becoming College 
and Career Ready. 

“The sooner we get 
them here and focused on 
a career path the more we 
can do for them,” stated 
ATC Principal Terry 
Sullivan on Wednesday 
morning, Dec. 11 during 
a steering committee 
meeting. 

“Programs at the ATC 
are important to assisting 
us with eliminating drop 
outs and truancy,” added 
Rudolph, who founded the effective 
scholarship foundation five years ago. 
“The automotive and CNA programs 
are probably two of the most important 
programs in the region.” Hickman 
County has a large group of students 
earning dual credit in the held of 
automotive. 

Sullivan agreed with Rudolph and 
recognized the recent surge in students 
interested in welding as well. 

Another goal of Rudolph’s when he 
started his innovative program was to 
change the culture of the last 30 years 
in this region. According to Rudolph, 


during the last 30 years it wasn’t 
common practice to take classes at the 
ATC. 

Sullivan, in his first year as ATC 
Principal, is turning the center’s focus 
to direct students down a chosen career 
path. “Before, they would just take a 
class or two each year without much 
thought as to why they were taking it,” 
he said. “Looking to obtain College 
and Career Readiness 
for all our students has 
us focusing time and 
attention on which classes 
will benefit them the 
most, especially now that 
they are also earning dual 
credit hours.” 

Dual credit hours earned 
at the ATC total 598 hours. 
“Fulton County has a 
total of 258 hours, Fulton 
Independent 53 hours, 
and Hickman County 287 
hours,” stated Sullivan. “All earned at 
no cost to the students thanks to Robbie 
Rudolph’s scholarship foundation and 
the Pilot Academy.” At $144 per credit 
hour it could have cost the students 
$86,112 for those 598 hours. The West 
Kentucky Community and Technical 
College is also instrumental in the 
success of this program. 

“Each year the students become 
more aware of what this foundation is 
doing for them” Sullivan noted. “It is 
phenomenal.”

Seventy-nine. From signs in the hallways to 
math games in the classrooms, everything is based 
around this one number at the Hickman County 
Elementary School. Why? This number is the new 
goal percentage set for this year’s testing scores. 

Last year the school scored an overall average of 
55%. This number does not reach new principal Keri 
Dowdy’s expectations for this year. She, along with 
the rest of the staff at Hickman County, believes 
that with a little extra drive and determination, the 
students are fully capable of reaching the new goal. 

Last Tuesday, Dec. 17, was the students 79th day 
of school. To celebrate this day, students participated 
in various activities that related to this number. 
Some students in the library studied what society 
was like 79 years ago, and some classes even read 
79 different books. 

At 1 p.m. parents and friends gathered with last 
year’s third through fifth graders for the K-Prep 
Award Celebration. Each student that scored 
“Proficient” or “Distinguish” on his or her subjects 
during last year’s testing received a trophy or a 
medal. Jenna Moore and Clayton Latham both 
received “Distinguished” on every test they took 
last year. They were the only two students from 
Hickman County Elementary who scored perfectly 
across the board. 

Principal Dowdy praised the students for what 
they had accomplished and spoke briefly about how 
important it is for them to study and achieve their 
goal. 

If students reach the goal of 79% or higher, 
Dowdy promised the students and staff a surprise 
that they won’t soon forget!

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“Back when I was in school you were put in a trade school when 
you were a ‘bad’ kid,” stated Rudolph. “Now it isn’t like that. We 
have changed that stigma as students realize that they can begin 
earning an income they can live on sooner when they go into health 
sciences, welding, and automotive.” 

Another success of the ATC is the statistic that shows the 
predatory preparedness of the students has increased from 40% to 
80%. “That is huge,” Sullivan said. The ATC recently received a 
3.98 out of a possible 4 on their school assessment, the highest score 
they have ever achieved. This ranks 
them 17th out of 53 ATC’s in the 
state of Kentucky. 

“We appreciate the demand of 
academic excellence you put on 
our kids,” stated Hickman County 
Schools Superintendent Kenny 
Wilson. “We still have areas we 
want to go forward.” Wilson also 
mentioned that Mattea Lock, a 
Hickman County High School 
graduate, was able to obtain her 
college degree early, because of the 
Falcon Academy, and was recently 
hired as the Ag Extension Agent at 
Hickman County. 

“Hickman County now has 62 sponsors within their community 
for the Falcon Academy,” stated Rudolph. “You have proof of 
concept at the ATC and all the surrounding schools that it is 
working.” 

Rudolph sees this as any opportunity for Hickman, Ky. to also 
invest in their community. “It is the best investment businesses can 
make,” he said. “When you invest in your town, the ATC, and the 
school, you are investing in the future.” 

Dianne Owen, who assists with overseeing of the Four Rivers 
Foundation, shared several success stories of recent graduates. “I 
receive thank you notes from students on a regular basis thanking 
the foundation,” she stated. “They appreciate the assistance with 
the next step in their education and promise to work hard. They 
understand that it is a privilege to receive a foundation scholarship.” 

An unusual success story included a former student who decided 
college wasn’t for him, but received assistance from the Four 
Rivers Foundation to attend linemen school and is now working as 
a linemen. 

Seven students received one time supplements, such as money 
for gas to get to school or the deposit fee for college admission or 
housing. 

All in all, what the Foundation and ATC is trying to accomplish 
doesn’t just take money. Its success is all attributed to the heart and 
time from all those people who are assisting the students behind the 
scenes. Teachers, counselors, and so many others are helping keep 
them on track, raising the bar, which is trickling down to making so 
many more students successful following high school graduation.

for Carlisle County Schools, 
which he held for five years. 
Henderson also coached 
baseball and basketball while 
teaching in Carlisle County. In 
2009, Kenny Wilson was hired 
as superintendent of Hickman 
County Schools and brought 
Henderson onboard as Assistant 
Superintendent. 

Since coming to Hickman 
County, Henderson has played 
a crucial role in the formation 
and perpetuation of Falcon 
Academy, a one-of-a-kind dual 
credit program that offers high 
school students the opportunity 
to earn college credits at no 
financial cost to them or their 
families. 

Henderson is married to 
Melissa Henderson, who is a 
respiratory therapist at Western 
Baptist Hospital in Paducah. 
The couple have two children: 
Mollie (12) and Drew (8). 

The 39-year-old administrator 
will fill two full time positions 
for the remainder of the 2013- 
14 school year, as he fills the 
role of superintendent and 
continues his previous day- 
to-day duties as Assistant 
Superintendent and Directory 
of Pupil Personnel.
